“Dr Nansen” liked to tell his 
German friends that he enjoyed 
the backing of the highest au- 
thorities in the British Counter- 
Intelligence Service and Military 
Government. In fact, from the 
way the ex-S.S. brigadier talked 
it seemed he was still SS— 
only now it stood for Secret 
Service. They believed him be- 
cause, despite the comparative 
unimportance of the official 
positions successively held by 
him, Nansen was regularly pre 
sent at the most exclusively 
VIP functions. 


He told a remarkable story of huis 
wartime career. He claimed: that he 
had belonged to a democratic, ant!- 
Hitler resistance group In the Waffen 
SS., that he had_helped 
Underground jn Poland, had been 
arrested nnd imprisoned by the Ger- 
mans. * Poles disguised as Germans 
had freed hirn, Later he was cap. 
tured by the Britlsh, who checked 
up on his carocr im Poland, accorded 
shim specially favourable treatment, 
and Iet him Uve in comparative 
freedom near Maidenhead. 


He even suggested ¢hat:the pas-, 
sage in the Nuremberg verdict ex- 
cepting the SS. Cavalry from the 
general condemnatlon of the SS. 
was his work.: “Our resistance’ 
movement,” he would tell them, 
“had iis original nucleus In the S.S. 
Cavalry.” 


1. IT have been unable to check up 
even_this.part._of Zech-Nenatwig's. 
reported story because nothing was 
ever said during that trial about the 
activities of the SS.

sage, doing 30 knots and zig- 
zagging. 


I did not like that passage— . 


its narrow, ealm waters looked 
ominous... , : 

My forebodings were justifi- 
ed, for half an hour Inter we 
picked up an SOS from a 
steamer torpedoed there, only 
ten miles astern of us. 

The weight of my responsibi- 
lities did not lift for a moment. 
The German radio correctly an- 
nounced our arrival in the Rio 
de Janeiro Roads, and said we 
would be sunk on leaving. 

Half-way across to Cape 
Town the senior radio operator 
said he had just heard a Tokyo 
broadcast claiming: we had been 
sunk with all hands. 

My instructions about saving 
life at sea were explicit. I was 
never to stop the ship to save 
life, not even to put out a boat 
if a man fell overboard. 

Thank God I never had 
make the terrible decision to 
leave one of my passengers 


drown. .

and none did. :

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AtomBomb 
May Bring 
On Cancer 


Boston, Nov.. 14.—The possi- 
villty that a high proportion of 
the thick leathery scar tissue 
found on bodies of Japancac 
burned by the ‘atomic bomb 
explosions might be a fore- 
runnét of eancer was disclosed 
today by a U.S. Navy expert on 
the effects of atomic energy. 

Captain Shields“ Warren, Navy 
consultant In pathology, sald these 
patlents showed scar: characteristics 
“icin! to new tissue that might be 
cancerous, However, he - told the 
S4th annual convention of the Asso- 
ciation of Milltary Surgeons of the 
United States, evidence ‘was not 
available to prove that the scar 
tissue eventually would result in 
cancer. Nor is there evidence, he 
ndded, that there is any specific 
relationship between the occurrence 
of. the pink, shiny scars (called 
keloids) in scar, tissue and exposure 
to ontomig bomb explosion. 

Capt Warren said kelolds also pos- 
albly may merely be caused dy 
atomic bombing. Kelold formation 
is not. the general reaction of an 
individual, Dr*Warren said, “and this 
Is shown by the fact that drequently 
only a portion of a given scar would 
show a true keloid.” . 

Capt Warren continued: “The in- 
eldence of keloids appears somewhat 
greater among the Japanese than 
the Caucasians, although data on this 
polnt Is not yot available.” 

Flying Glass Injurics 

He sald as yét his group, which 
exnmined large numbers of persons 
exposed to radiation in ‘the explo- 
sions at Hiroshima and Nagasaki, 
had encountered no true Instance of 
cancer among patients. In addition 
to burn scars, he said, kelolds had 
developed as ‘a.result of pther types 
of injuries, Including those duc to 
flying glass. 

“Every bit of the bombed aren at 
Hiroshima and Najasak! ts now safe 
for habitation and cultivation,” he 
sajd, because the explosions ‘were 
bursts and “relatively little fission 
products remained at the site.” 

‘A. US. Army authority . on the 
same subject, Col Elbert de Coursey 
of Brooke General Hospital, Fort 
Sam Houston, Texas, sald sex organs 
of male bomb victims were virtually 
destroyed while those of women 
“showed minimum changes.” Ulcera- 
tions snd haemorrhages in the throat 
and intestines often resulted in 
death, 

Outstanding symptoms nvere. nausea 
and vomiting on the day of bombing,
